There's  beautiful  new  music  in  the  air  01 
Philadelphia  this  summer,  thanks  to  the  I- 
Uppers,  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania's 
highly  popular  folk  music  group. 

On  Memorial  Day,  fourteen  of  the  I-

the  nine  years  of  their  existence. 

"The  l-Uppers  have  attracted  and 
'captured'  their  audiences  at  all  the  tourist 
sites."  DeFabo  said.  "On  Memorial  Day,  for 
example,  a  busload  of  tourists  from  Hawaii 
who  had  stopped  at  the  Betsy  Ross  House 
was  20  minutes  late  departing  because  they 


wanted  to  listen  to  more  music  from  the  I- 
Uppers. 

"And  despite  the  hustle  and  bustle  of  the 
crowds  of  tourists  in  Philadelphia."  DeFabo 
continued,  "our  young,  attractive  group  has 
that  something  that  causes  the  people  to 
linger  for  a  while  Many  of  the  crowds  have 
grown  to  more  than  400  persons."

Fuget  formerly  served  as  associate  dean 
of  natural  sciences  and  mathematics  in  the 
former  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  which 
has  been  divided  into  the  two  new  schools. 
Natural  Sciences  and  Mathematics,  and 
Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Gallanar 
had  been  Graduate  School  dean,  and 
McGovern  was  dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences.

Dear  lUP  Alumni  and  Friends, 

On  behalf  of  all  the  newly  installed 
officers,  I'd  like  to  thank  you  for  your  support 
and  participation  in  the  recent  election  and  to 
pledge  our  every  effort  to  be  responsive  to 
you  and  to  serve  lUP  in  a  manner  which  is 
worthy  of  our  Association.  I'd  also  like  to 
share  with  you  four  objectives  for  the  current 
two-year  term  which  were  discussed  at  the 
Association  annual  meeting  of  Senior/ 
Alumni  Weekend. 

First,  we  intend  to  be  more  creative  and 
more  effective  in  communicating  and 
organizing  ways  in  which  alumni  can  possibly 
serve  lUP.  Three  areas  of  service  will  be 
given  primary  attention:  a  network  of  active 
alumni  in  liaison  relationships  with  state 
legislators;  a  group  of  dedicated,  informed 
alumni  to  assist  in  the  recruitment  of  the  most 
outstanding  students  for  the  University's 
degree  programs;  and  a  team  of  knowl- 
edgeable alumni  to  help  provide  career 
services,  both  summer  experiences  and 
internships  and  post-graduation  professional 
placement  for  our  newest  members. 

Secondly,  we  must  work  to  increase  the 
number  of  alumni  who  support  the  University 
rmancially.  The  success  of  the  most  recent 
annual  giving  campaign  portends  well  for 
t_his  goal.  Still,  only  about  four  per  cent  of  our 
40,000  alumni  give  regularly  to  the  University. 
We  need  to  do  no  convincing  that  lUP  is 
worthy  of  our  support;  but  many  have  yet  to 
realize  the  real  extent  of  our  alma  mater's 
need  for  this  "margin  of  excellence."  The  new 
executive  director  of  the  University 
Foundation,  Arnold  Schaid,  will  be  a  great 
resource  in  this  project. 

We  must  also  work  to  improve  the  means 
in  which  the  Association  and  the  University 
directly  serve  our  members  One  area  which 
will  be  given  special  attention  is  the  service 
rendered  to  our  chapters.  IVIore  attention  will 
be  given  to  helping  our  present  chapters  with 
their  goals  as  organizations  and  to 
establishing  new  and  vital  chapters  in  those 
areas  where  interest  and  support  have 
indicated  potential.  Our  chapters  need  to 
relate  more  intimately  with  their  members 
and  potential  members  and  with  our  total 
alumni  program. 

Finally,  even  more  effort  will  be  directed 
toward  building  student-alumni  identification 
in  the  undergraduate  years  Student  interest 
in  the  organizing  of  an  Undergraduate  Alumni 
Association  and  assistance  in  the  spring 
Phonathon  have  demonstrated  how  fruitful 
this  area  can  be.  We  will  be  working  toward 
the  establishment  of  more  School  and 
academic  department  alumni  programs,  so 
that  they  can  build  greater  communication 
with  their  respective  graduates. 

All  of  these  goals  are  deserving  of  your 
interest,  support,  and  participation.  We  hope 
you  will  join  with  those  alumni  seeking  active, 
creative  involvement  in  a  wide  variety  of 
projects  designed  to  advance  lUP's 
reputation  for  excellence.  Best  wishes  for  a 
pleasant  summer.

ALUMNI  ANNUAL  GIVING  1976-77 


Results  of  1 976-77  Alumni  Annual  Giving  in  behalf  ol  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  render  it  the  most  successful  campaign  ever,  with  graduates 
and  friends  contributing  a  total  of  nearly  $32,000  in  the  period  June  1 ,  1976  through  this  past  June  The  previous  high  had  been  last  years  $23,000. 

Approximately  1 500  alumni  are  included  on  the  roster  of  givers,  up  from  1 000  in  1 975-76  Nearly  80  enrolled  in  the  special  President's  Associates 
program  for  contnbutors  of  $100  or  more,  an  increase  from  60  They  are  designated  in  the  roster  by  *  ($100).  *"  ($500)  or  *"  ($1000). 

New  to  the  program  this  year  was  Indiana's  first  "Phonathon."  in  which  lUP  students  of  the  Undergraduate  Alumni  Association  called  several  hundred 
graduates  to  speak  with  them  about  their  University,  The  response  to  this  was  very  encouraging,  both  in  terms  of  giving  and  the  personal  communication 
generated  among  present  undergraduates  and  alumni. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  will  make  it  possible  for  the  Breezedale  Restoration  Project,  to  which  unrestricted  giving  has  been  directed,  to  move 
ahead,  f^echanical.  electrical,  heating  and  ventilating  work  can  now  be  done,  so  that  appointing  of  the  interior  can  begin. 

In  the  future,  all  graduates  are  encouraged  to  extend  their  interest  and  support  to  giving  programs  that  will  be  conducted  by  the  Foundation  for  lUP.  This 
organization  has  appointed  a  fulltime  executive  director,  Arnold  R.  Schaid.  a  veteran  of  his  profession,  and  will  now  be  initiating  great  effort  In  securing 
voluntary  financial  support  from  all  sources. 

Full  alumni  involvement  will  be  present  in  the  programs  of  the  Foundation,  as  Charles  A,  Davis  '35  serves  as  its  President,  and  several  other  leaders  are 
graduates  of  Indiana  An  initial  campaign  will  be  in  regard  to  John  Sutton  Hall,  and  will  be  further  announced  this  fall. 

This  means  that  the  1 976-77  Alumni  Annual  Giving  program  will  stand  both  as  the  final  one  to  be  conducted  directly  by  the  Alumni  Association,  and  as 
its  most  successful  Building  on  a  proud  tradition  of  benefit  to  the  campus,  the  Association  sincerely  thanks  all  those  who  have  made  this  possible.
